The New York State-run mass COVID-19 
vaccination site at Stony Brook University’s 
Southampton campus closed on July 26. 

The site is one of three across Long Island 
that closed in July as the governor focuses 


vaccination efforts on areas with low vacci- 


nation rates. Others also closed upstate. 

“The COVID vaccine is the greatest tool we 
have in our fight against the virus. It is free, 
effective and easily accessible throughout the 
State of New York,” Cuomo said. “With this 
accessibility comes the state’s responsibility 
to target and shift resources to areas with the 
lowest vaccination rates. Downscaling state 
sites is necessary to redirect these resources, 
but it does not mean that you should not get 
your vaccine if you haven’t already.” 

Downscaling of the state’s mass vaccina- 
tion sites began in early July. On Long Island, 
the state closed the Jones Beach vaccination 
site and the Suffolk County Community Col- 
lege Brentwood site. 

Going forward, the governor’s office says 
that state officials are evaluating all mass 
vaccine sites to determine which can be cut 
based on local resources. The state partners 
with community leaders with the goal of get- 
ting as many people vaccinated as possible. 
The remaining state vaccination sites are 
still open for walk-in appointments.

Assemblyman Fred Thiele announced Monday 
that the MTA has approved the reinstatement of the 
South Fork Commuter Connection (SFCC). The Long 
Island Rail Road (LIRR) will meet with Thiele and 
the Towns of East Hampton and Southampton in the 
near future to finalize the details relating to the res- 
toration of the popular service, established in 2019 to 
reduce brutal “trade parade” traffic to and from the 
Hamptons. 

Service is expected to begin again in the fall. SFCC 


service was suspended in March 2020 as a result of 


the COVID-19 outbreak. 

SFCC ridership was impressive since its inception 
in March 2019. For the first six months of service, 
from March to-August of 2019, LIRR ridership on 


_ the South Fork increased 126% over the same period 


the previous year before the institution of the SFCC 


Service to Be Restored 


(44,725 in 2018 compared to 33,284 in 2019). Accord- 
ing to the LIRR, 72% of this was directly attributable 


to the new weekday trains. Additionally, in 2018, 


prior the start of the SFCC, ridership for the LIRR 
on the South Fork from September to November was 
2,742. In 2019 with the addition of the SFCC, rider- 
ship spiked to a total of 10,060, or a 267% increase. 

“I am thrilled that the East End will see the resto- 
ration of this tremendously successful commuter ser- 
vice,” Thiele said in a statement, which notes a dra- 
matic increase in local traffic congestion as a result of 
the pandemic, as more people took up residence on 
the East End. “The service is needed now more than 
ever,” he added, pointing out that the LIRR restored 
the service, even as they face continuing fiscal chal- 
lenges. “I thank my state and local partners, as well 
as LIRR President Phil Eng, for their dedication and 
look forward to reinstating this popular service as 
soon as possible.”

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Scallops Tossed to Boost Bay 


OFFICIALS TOSSED SCALLOPS IN THE BAY ON JULY 19.

Local officials held the inaugural Scallop Toss 
on July 19 to mark the Town of Southampton’s new 
scallop hatchery that will help the struggling shell- 
fish population in the Peconic Bay. 

Town and Cornell Cooperative Extension Marine 
Program officials gathered at the Tiana Bayside Fa- 
cility in Hampton Bays to mark the start of the proj- 
ect with the help of a nearly $580,000 grant from 
the Community Preservation Fund. 

“The quality of life in Southampton Town will 
always be strongly linked to its natural resources,” 
said CCE Marine Program Natural Resource Spe- 
cialist Chris Smith. “As importantly, it strengthens 
people’s connections to our bays and creeks, our 


heritage.” 

As Dan’s Papers has 
reported, federal offi- 
cials recently declared 
last year’s Peconic Bay 
scallop fishery collapse 
a disaster, but marine 
biologists surveying 
the ‘waterway believe 
that the shellfish are re- 
bounding to their high- 
est level in more than a 
decade. 

To help, juvenile 
clams will be raised in 
cages, ensuring they 
reach maturity, then 
be released throughout 
Southampton _ waters, 
allowing them to spawn 
and. further contribute 
to the wild scallop popu- 
lation. The program will 

. expand the preexisting 
coastal plant nursery 
as well as encourage 
the growth of eelgrass, 
which is scallops’ natu- 
ral environment. 

Peconic Bay Scallops 
and their high price 
point (sometimes $30 a 
pound) made scallops a staple of not only local cui- 
sine, but the East End economy. But for two seasons 
in a row, the local scallop population had been deci- 
mated by conditions related to climate change. 

The preservation effort will not only help the 
baymen that make a living on the scallop harvest, 
but also the environment. Scallops are filter feed- 
ers, meaning they process the particles in the water. 
During this filtration process, scallops can also re- 
move plenty of viruses, parasites and toxins from 
the water. 

“This program helps improve our water quality 
while supporting our local economy and celebrating 
our marine heritage, making it a winning situation 
all around,” said Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman.

In the decade that followed, 
Glynn expanded his operation and sharpened his 
focus toward educating and feeding the impover- 
ished and food-challenged children in the country’s 
poorest and most remote regions. “I did it by myself, 
but then, through Facebook, it got out there into the 
Hampton community and the people started rais- 
ing money,” he says. “It’s a remarkable thing that 
happened.” - 

_ With help from partners and donors, including 
Port Jefferson middle school teacher Melissa Mc- 
Mullen and Chad St. Louis, a Haitian-American 
high school guidance counselor, Wings Over Haiti 
opened their first fully sustainable school in Port au 
Prince in 2010. Today it’s thriving with a 25-person 
faculty and more than 215 students, from nursery 
to 7th grade, who are now eating two meals per day 


and getting opportunities that would be rare, if not — 


miraculous, without the program. 

Hamptons Artists for Haiti will help fund Wings 
Over Haiti’s (WOH) next step—a second school in 
the mountains of Ranquitte. Magalie Theodore, a 
Haitian who lives and works in New York City, was 


so moved and encouraged by WOH’s first: school,. 


she gave the organization a seven-acre plot of land 
with the condition that they rebuild the dilapidated 
school that once stood there and fill it with kids. 
They ve already completed one building with four 
classrooms for 51 students, but there’ ‘S much more 
to be done. 

Glynn is the first to say that none e his organiza- 
tion’s work would be possible today without his co- 
director and “main man” Arthur Bijur, a former ad- 
vertising executive with a strong background in the 
not-for-profit world. “I went to Haiti and I was in,” 
Bijur says of how he came to join his friend Glynn 
and WOH four years ago. “It’s an eye-opener,” he 
adds, describing what he found in the still-ravaged 
country more than seven years after the earth- 
quake. “It was amazing that there was still rubble in 
the streets, there was still destruction visible every-

He cites a UN World Food Programme 
study that says Haiti has one of the highest levels 


_of food insecurity in the world, with nearly half the 


population—4.4 million Haitians—in need of im- 
mediate food assistance. Among those people, 1.2 
million suffer from severe hunger, and more than 1 
million are classified as being in an emergency situ- 
ation. The UN also points out that two children out 
of 10 do not attend primary school, and the literacy 
level is just 61% for the population over 10 years of 
age. 

“Tt’s a mess, the people down there are really suf- 
fering ... it’s gone from bad to worse,” Glynn says. 
“There are tens of thousands of disenfranchised 
kids who hardly eat and have no education.” Wings 
Over Haiti, however, is bringing something beauti- 
ful to these struggling families in Ranquitte. “Our 
goal in a short period of time is to feed, give medical 
attention and to educate 400 kids in this particular 
area, and we're well on our way now,” he continues. 

The fourth annual Hamptons Artists for Haiti 
benefit, which will be held across three airplane 
hangars at East Hampton Airport, hopes to sig- 
nificantly advance WOH’s funds for the Ranquitte 
project. The event will include a silent auction with 
more than 40 works by local artists in all mediums. 
Bijur’s wife and folioeast gallery founder and cura- 
tor, Coco Myers, gathered the selection from artists 
she represents, along with donations from friends 
of the cause. “They’re all Hamptons artists,” Myers

lour vacant oceanfront parcels in 

Amagansett, totaling 9.4 acres, 
wound up selling for $16.5 million ear- 
lier this month—a far cry from what 
we were initially told. 

Nest Seekers International’s Dylan 
Eckardt, the self-proclaimed Prince of 
Montauk, had told Behind The Hedges 
recently that he secured the asking 
price after a so-called bidding war. 

“The price reported was wildly inaccu- 
rate,” says Adam Miller, an attorney and 
founder of the Bridgehampton-based 
Adam Miller Group, which handled the 
deal for the purchaser. He was only will- 
ing to set the record straight, but would 
not confirm the name of the purchaser. 

The deal closed as four separate lots 
for a combined total of $16.5 million 
on July 1, not the $50 million Eckardt 
professed. 

What’s $33.5 million? 

The properties at 2012, 2016, 2020 
and 2024 Montauk Highway. each 


transacted separately at $4.125 mil- 
lion. The same buyer, Steven Berkson, 
purchased them under separate lim- 
ited liability corporations. 

When reached on Thursday about the 
discrepancy, Eckardt dug his heels in, 
but did not provide a valid explanation. 

The untouched properties, which 
had been owned by a local family, 
include 400 feet of ocean frontage. 
There are two lots at 1.9 acres and two 
that are 2.8 acres. 

Eckardt claims that a day after the 
closing, he had someone offer $2 mil- 
lion more over the ask, and that he 
presented the deal to Berkson, who 
turned it down. That was refuted by 
someone close to the deal, who also 
said there was never a bidding war. 

Since the properties traded for one 
third of what the broker claimed, it 
seems like it was more of a pillow fight. 

So how does'a property listed at $50 
million trade at a 66% discount? 

“This deal is a good example of the 
negative impact of overpricing,” said 


Adrianna Nava, founder of Hamptons 
Market Data and real estate agent with 
Compass. At the time the property was 
listed, Hamptons Market Data valued 
the offering at around $20 million, as- 
suming the lots upon being subdivided 
could yield the size home with ameni- 
ties that today’s buyers would expect 
at those numbers, she explained. 

Hampton Market Data based the 
valuation on recent comparable devel- 
oped trades, like 7 Beach Plum Court, 
compared against the possible poten- 
tial of the offering, scarcity of inven- 
tory, buyer demand and increase in 
market pricing since September. 

Clearly, the buyer here got a good 
deal. 

“Based on the exorbitantly high list- 
ing price, the seller was the only one 
who had an understanding of his/ 
her goals and what ultimately oc- 
curred was the exclusion of potential 
additional buyers working with other 
brokers, who may have bid higher had 
they known the seller was willing to be 


realistic,” Nava said. 

Listing the price high is one thing, 
but mischaracterizing the sale price is 
another. 

-“The listing has been updated with 
a sold price of $50 million, providing 
grossly inaccurate data to agents who 
are working together 24/7 in the best 
interest of their buyers and sellers, 
regardless of brokerage, branding or 
level of business,” Nava says. 

“Lack of transparency on pricing and 
bad data are precisely what Hamptons 
Market Data is effectively working to 
combat,” she continued. “It’s bad for 
business and bad for sellers and buy- 
ers alike. This seller may have been of- 
fered more than the agreed price had 
it been communicated, through the 
listing offering, that they did actually 
have an understanding of the current 
market value. However, it is also a 
good example that a deal can be ob- 
tained in a Hamptons seller’s market 
when a buyer is willing to submit their 
best offer despite the listing price.”

Help! How Do I Keep 
My Dog From Biting? 


Dog bites are dangerous for people and the dog. People can be seriously 
injured and dogs can be euthanized as a result of it. 


It’s important to keep in mind that unless the animal is sick mostly all dog bites are 
provoked. According to the American Veterinary Association this can happen if a 
dog finds itself in a stressful situation or feels threatened. Dogs also may nip while 

. playing. That is why dog owners are discouraged from playing tug-of-war, which 
can lead to nipping and biting. 


A dog that has bitten should be crated when children and unfamiliar people are 
around to avoid the risk of a future bite. Dogs can bite because they are scared or 
have been startled, or because they feel threatened. It may also bite to-defend its 
territory. In addition they may bite to protect something that is valuable to them, 
like their puppies, their food or a toy. 


Obedience training is recommended to refocus a dog’s mindset, assist with 
impulse control, and modify problematic behavior. It can be helpful to place signs 
around the house to make family members aware of the latest training measures. 


Physical barriers such as baby gates may be necessary. Placing a “dog in training” 
vest on the dog in public may be best and possibly. a muzzle, if necessary. 


For assistance, be sure to hire a professional dog trainer to avoid any potential 
issues.

alvin Klein Sells His East Ham 
Beachfront Estate for $85 Millio

CALVIN KLEIN BOUGHT THE NEARLY 7-ACRE WEST END PROPERTY IN 1987.

alvin Klein has quietly sold an 

East Hampton Village oceanfront 
estate he has long owned for a com- 
bined $85 million. 

Two separate parcels near Georgi- 
ca Pond traded—the 6.8-acre parcel 
with the residence sold for $75 mil- 
lion while the vacant adjacent 1.63- 
acre property went for $10 million, 
according to Suffolk County deed 
transfers. 

The $75 million sale is, so far, the 
most expensive in 2021. Though a 42- 
acre Southampton estate known as 
Jule Pond, which features waterfront 
on three sides and unobstructed views 
of the Atlantic Ocean and Mecox Bay, 
was last asking $145 million before it 
went into contract in April, the final 
price has not yet been revealed. 


Klein’s ex-wife, Kelly Klein, called 
75 West End Road her home even af- 
ter their divorce in 2006, but records 
show that the fashion designer was 
the seller. Meanwhile, he and his 
daughter, Marci Klein, a television 
producer best known for her work 
on Saturday Night Live, were on the 
deed for a neighboring vacant parcel 
at 69 West End Road. 

The same buyer appears to have 
snatched up the side-by-side prop- 
erty. The buyers are listed as two 
separate but related limited liabil- 
ity corporations, Traumhaus 1 and 
Traumhuas 2. 

The properties were not publicly 
listed for sale. 

While the deal closed on May 17, 
Kelly Klein’s initials, “K.K.,” were 


still on a sign at the property’s gate . 


as of two weeks ago when Behind The 


Hedges paid a visit after first hearing 
she was not living on West End Road 
anymore. She bought a waterfront 


property on North Haven, which cur- 
rently houses a small fishing cottage, 


for $15.9 million. 

Her new 1.69-acre property, once 
owned by former Vermont Governor 
Howard Dean’s in-laws, Dr. Herman 


Steinberg and Dr. Ethel Bookhalter 


Steinberg, offers. 250 feet of front- 
age on the Sag Harbor Bay with a 
deep water dock. The last ask was 
$16.5 million. She is leaving be- 
hind a home steeped in history. The 
home was originally built by Laura 
Brevoort Sedgwick James, before 
she was married, according to an ar- 
ticle in The East Hampton Star. She 
commissioned the architect Joseph 
Greenleaf Thorp to design the house 
and hired George Eldredge, a builder. 


An addition was put on in 1894,-and 
later a windmill tower was added 
in the middle of the house in 1899, 
which remains today. 

Juan Trippe, president of Pan Am 
Airlines, bought the home in 1935 
and substantial renovations ensued. 
The Trippe family sold the house in 
1987 to Calvin Klein. 

This is not Calvin Klein’s only 
real estate sale somewhat recently. 


In March of 2020, he also sold his 


Southampton Village oceanfront 
estate for $84.4 million. The Wall 
Street Journal reported a month ear- 
lier that the billionaire hedge fund 
manager Ken Griffin was the buyer. 

That property had been particu- 
larly controversial because he razed 
a castle-like mansion that had been 
known as “Dragon’s Head” to built a 
modern estate.

. the age of 13 when her father 
gifted her a paint box, Jean Arena 
has had a love for painting. After a 
successful career in advertising, in 
which she developed a masterful 
understanding of storytelling, she 
poured newfound attention and pas- 
sion into her first love—attending the 
Art Students League and painting 
full-time in her Remsenburg studio.

What is the name of this piece, 
and what is the story behind it? 

_ The name of this piece is “1940 A 
Perfect Day at the Beach.” In the past 
few years I have been noticing a num- 
ber of old trucks on farms and older 
cars that have been restored. A year 
or so ago I painted a winter scene of 
a farm with an old truck on it. It got 
a good reaction in a show, and then 
it was purchased by a young family. I 
enjoyed painting the truck and now I 
try to incorporate tractors, cars and 
trucks in my paintings. . 

This is what led to the painting 
with the large black 1940s car and 
family who are enjoying their perfect 

‘day. It is a picture that I think many 
people can relate to either in their 
past or present. Three generations— 
baby, parents and grandma under the 
blue sky and golden sun. 


What does your typical art 
creation process look like, 
and did it differ at all with this 
piece? 

My typical paintings usually start

What makes this artwork 
such an ideal fit for a Dan’s Pa- 
pers cover? 

The beach is one of those places 
almost everyone likes all year and es- 
pecially in the summer so it is a good 
fit with Dan’s Papers in the Hamp- 
tons. 


What are your favorite East 


End spots to visit in the sum- 
mer, and do these locales ap- 
pear in your work? 

My favorite East End spots to visit 
beside the beach are the farms, the 
vineyards, nurseries with beautiful 
flowers and farmers market and the 
ferry from Sag Harbor to Shelter Is- 
land and then to Greenport. I like to 
paint people—running, swimming, 


biking and kids playing. 

I am trying to incorporate people 
into my paintings more often. I have 
studied portrait painting at the Art 
Students League of NY for almost 
seven years. I worked many years in 
advertising with lots of people and 
then studied painting with class- 
mates and instructors, so working 
alone took a while before I felt com- 
fortable with my choices and style 
and also having my work in shows 
with others. 


What do you find most re- 
warding about being an artist? 

The most rewarding feelings I 
have about creating paintings is that 
people are enjoying my work whether 
they just get a good feeling when they 
look at them or a smile or get a laugh 
from them.

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Approach the Round Table of Bay Street Theater’s Outdoor Show 


Camelot

R ounding out this exciting, ex- 
perimental summer season at 
Bay Street Theater is musical classic 
Camelot, which shall be retold as a 
staged outdoor concert in Bridge- 
hampton beginning Thursday, August 
5. With a story as timely as ever, told in 
a magical setting that allows for more 
intimate connections between char- 
acters, actors and audience members, 
this is shaping up to be one of the Sag 
Harbor theater’s most fascinating pro- 
ductions to date. 

Bay Street Artistic Director Scott 
Schwartz is directing the production, 
translating the book and lyrics of Alan 
Jay Lerner and music by Frederick 
Lowe to this new outdoor format and 
taking notes from the small cast David 
Lee adaptation. By “taking the show 
and stripping away the pageantry” 
Schwartz intends to zero in on the 
complex relationships and interactions 


between the show’s love triangle—Ar-- 


thur, Guenevere and Lancelot—and 
demonstrate how deep and rich these 
characters truly are. However, fans of 
the show know that there’s much more 
at play than just romance, and the 
themes of justice, peace and righteous- 
ness are especially relevant today. 

“I’ve been thinking about what we’ve 
been through in terms of the pandem- 
ic, and I was certainly thinking about 
all of the strife that our country and 
the world has been going through po- 
litically,” Schwartz explains. “I thought 
that to do a show about people who are 
in a time of struggle but working to 
make things more equal, more just and 
more fair felt like exactly the right kind 
of work to be exploring right now.” 

While unable to receive Sag Harbor 
Village approval for the use of Steinbeck 
Park, the alternative—located at 2011 
Montauk Highway, Bridgehamp- 
ton, across the street from the Bridge- 
hampton Commons in the field behind 
Carvel—turned out to be more than 
Schwartz could have hoped for. “It’s so 
magical! It feels like you're in this Celtic 
circle of trees,” he says, adding that with 


nature being so important to the beliefs. 


of the Camelot era, the space furthers 
the connection between the show and 
its source material. “Camelot felt like a 
show that would not only work outside, 
it would actually benefit from being out- 
side.” 

The main cast chosen to breathe

passion into the story's love triangle 
comprises Jeremy Kushnier as Ar- 
thur (Rent, Jersey Boys, Footloose); 
Britney Coleman as Guenevere (Com- 
pany, Sunset Boulevard, Beautiful: The 
Carole King Musical); and Deven Kol- 
luri as Lancelot (Pride and Prejudice, 
Drunk Enough to Say I Love You?, The 
Boy Who Danced On Air). Their sup- 
porting players include Amaya Grier, 
Kyle Lopez Barisich, Aaron Dalla Villa, 
Hope Hamilton, James Harkness, Da- 
vid LaMarr, Cecelia Ticktin and Kevin 
Wang. 

With the play’s emphasis on inter- 
personal connections between its three 
main characters in mind, we gathered 
the actors around the Round Table to 
discuss their personal connections to 
these characters and their thoughts on 
this outdoor retelling. 


BRITNEY COLEMAN, GUENEVERE 

“She brings a lot of the bubbly joy to 
a lot of the sections of the show. Having 
gone through what we've gone through 
in the last almost two years, thinking 
about the effort it takes to dive into 
self-care, to bring joy into your life, I 
think it’s much more of a conscious de- 
cision now than before the pandemic. 

“There are references to magic in the 
show, it talks about seeing Merlin in 
the moon in one of our scenes, and it’s 


just that glorious moment in theater 


when you can look up and the moon 


is in front of you. ... I think the design 
of our show is really cool, mixing this 
modern edge with the softness of na- 
ture and Celtic undertones, and I think 


that’s going to be something that’s re- 


ally interesting, an image that people 
recognize and can connect with when 
they come-see the show. ... We don’t 


really have a backstage, so it’s all open 


and I feel like we're going to be in this 
space just as much as the audience. 
And I’m thinking from an audience 
perspective, being wrapped up in this 
story where there isn’t as much of a 
boundary from onstage versus offstage 
will be a really cool, almost communal 
experience.” 


DEVEN KOLLURI, LANCELOT. 

“One part of the life of being an actor 
that I really appreciate is being in pro- 
cess—this idea that the work is ongo- 
ing—and that’s something that’s very 
true for Lancelot, as well. Even though 


he’s achieved some sense of perfection © 


in a lot of people’s eyes, for himself, he’s 
constantly going through this process 
of becoming better and becoming this 
ideal. ... My interest in being in process 
as a theater artist finds that in a really 
fun and interesting way, and I can al- 
low myself to be in process while figur- 


ing out this character. 

“The character is a foreigner who | 
finds that in a lot of ways his world gets 
broken when he gets introduced to 
this woman and shows up in this new 
place, and there’s something about be- 
ing outside ... and finding this sense of 
what feels like home onstage and then 


. _ everything being broken and having 


to put it back together again and make 


‘sense of something. That process of 
_ theater ... I’m excited to do it again, in 


a new space and with a bunch of new 
faces, and for the character’s journey, 
to put these things back together so he 


can understand himself in a new and 


different way.” ; 


JEREMY KUSHNIER , ARTHUR 

“In the early stages of discovering, 
for me, Arthur and how he exists in 
the world, the one thing that jumped 
out to me was how earnest he was as 
a character in general. For me person- 
ally, I tend to play very opposite types 
of characters; I tend to be shoved into 
Mordred and Iago just because of the 
way I look. I love playing those char- 
acters, but I never really connected the 
same way. ... I’m enjoying the connec- 
tion with this character that I feel more 
connected to in his hopefulness for ~ 
wishing for something better, a place 
where people can just be good to one 
another and that the powerful use that 
power to take care of the less powerful. 
_ “For most of us in the show, it’s our 
first time back on a stage with lights in 
our faces and other people that close 
and not in a Zoom box. One of the big 
themes in this show is storytelling; it’s 
what we do for a living, and it’s what 
we do because we love it, and it’s some- 
thing that has sort of been taken away 
from us in a lot of ways for the past 
little while ... so getting to do that again 
but also getting to tell this story, which 
is a story about finding a way to exist in 
a world where the rich people pay their 
g*ddamn taxes and the people that are 
supposed to take care of us take care of 
us. To be able to try and tell that story 
now is, I think, really important.”

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Stephen Hawkey Gets ‘Expose 


New Show at J. Mackey Gallery

he word “exposed” often holds a 

negative connotation—used to 
describe weaknesses exploited, se- 
crets revealed and innocence lost—but 
New York artist Stephen Hawkey is 
exploring a different, more positive 
interpretation in his upcoming exhi- 
bition at J.Mackey Gallery, Exposed: 
The Art of Stephen Hawkey. 

“I interpret the word as ‘honesty’, 
Hawkey says, describing the show’s 
goal of allowing others to see this raw, 
intimate side of him as “an uneasy 
step in the right direction.” For him, 
“art isn’t pretty. It’s who I am, what 
happened to me, and how I was af- 
fected,” he states. “All the work is self- 
discovery. The subject matter of the 
pieces has to do with what’s going on 
in my life at a particular time, so all 
these pieces, in some way or another, 
are me having a better understanding 
of who I am as a person.” 

Exposed was curated by J.Mackey 
Gallery owner Justine McEnerney, 
whose heightened curatorial sense 
picked up on Hawkey’s mission of self- 
discovery right away and pinpointed 
which of his paintings he shared the 
closest connection with. “I think the 
curator saw in the work itself that I 
was really exposing something ... and 
being openly honest,” Hawkey shares. 
“She literally selected my favorite 
pieces!” 

These pieces have all been created 
using old computer punch cards from 
the 1970s and ’80s, once a ground- 
breaking technological breakthrough, 
now ancient and useless. “The reason 
I chose that as a material to use wasn’t 
because of the technology, it was more 
so that it’s something that has become 
obsolete and serves no purpose in the 
world,” he says, noting that through 
his art, these iconic symbols of yester- 
year have found renewed purpose. 

“I don’t like to overelaborate on my 
work,” he adds. “I like people to see it 
for what they think it is.” 

As for the process of creating each 
work featured in Exposed, Hawkey 
cuts punch cards and attaches some- 
times 100 of them together to create 
his canvas; he then adds a layer of old 
newsprint and other weathered papers 
before adding a coat of acrylic paint. 
The full composition is then created 
atop this painstakingly crafted base.

This fascinating creative process 
is the latest in Hawkey’s lifetime of 
creating art, albeit in different forms 
throughout the years. After receiv- 
ing his Bachelor of Fine Arts degree 
at Miami University, he began his 
professional career as an art director 
at a boutique ad agency, where he de- 
signed ads for the likes of Coca-Cola, 
GMC and Marriott Hotels. 

After growing tired of advertising, 
Hawkey went back to school for archi- 
tecture, receiving a Master of Science 
degree at Pratt Institute. He worked 
on the Freedom Tower and other proj- 


ects as part of his internship at SOM, 
and he was later hired by Michael 
Graves as an interior architect. There, 
he began to take notice of Graves’s 
paintings which awakened a desire to 
create his own. 

Now a full-time artist creating 
mixed media works out of his Port 
Chester studio, Hawkey draws inspi- 
ration from self-discovery, both his 
own and that of fellow artists. “I’m 
inspired by self-discovery and how 
other artists do it—whether it’s a mu- 
sician writing lyrics about their life 
or mental health or a comedian who 


makes you smile but the subject mat- 
ter is tragic.” 

Through his artful self-discovery, 
Hawkey has been able to find cre- 
ative nirvana, more scientifically 
known as a flow state. Psychologists 
describe this phenomenon as a men- 
tal state in which a person is fully 
immersed in, focused on and ener- 
gized by a particular activity, often 
-losing all sense of time and outside 
stimulus in the process. “The most 
rewarding aspect of creating art, for 
me, is getting lost in the process,” 
he says. “The whole reason I create 
art is to try and achieve that in every 
piece.” 

The works found in Exposed: The 
Art of Stephen Hawkey offer an 
honest look into the Hawkey’s history, 
passion and personal nirvana on a 
level unlike any of his shows to date. 
He'll introduce this insightful exhibi- 
tion to J.Mackey Gallery at an open- 
ing reception on Saturday, July 31 at 
7 p.m. The show will remain on view 
through August 31.

The Circle, East Hampton. The gal- 
lery is open Tuesday through Sun- 
day, 10:30 a.m. to 6 p.m.

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Roy Lichtenstein’s Early Years 
Revealed at the Parrish

f the many artists woven into 

the Hamptons fabric, Roy Li- 
chtenstein stands among the most 
prominent. 

The Pop artist, who bought a home 
in Southampton with his wife Doro- 
thy in 1970 and lived here full-time 
for a decade before his death in 1997, 
is best-known for his comic book- 
inspired works using Ben-Day dots 
and primary colors. Lichtenstein’s 
paintings and sculpture are instantly 
recognizable by this style that defined 
him as an important figure in the Pop 
Art movement, but like all artists— 
even the greatest icons—it took time 
to find his groove. Brilliant careers 
often begin with experimentation, 
mimicry and the study of those who 
came before. 

To truly get a full picture of our 
most remarkable talents, there’s 
great value in looking back to these 


times in a young artist’s develop-’ 


ment. And the Parrish Art Museum 
is doing just that with Roy Lichten- 
stein: History in the Making, 1948 
—1960, a comprehensive examination 
of the painter’s early years and the 
work that eventually led him to the 
technique and aesthetic that brought 
him fame and respect worldwide. 

On view from Sunday, August 1 


through October 24, and co-curated 
by Elizabeth Finch, Chief Curator at 
Colby College Museum of Art’s Lun- 
der Institute, and Marshall N. Price, 
Chief Curator at Duke University’s 
Nasher Museum of Art, History in the 
Making collects some 90 paintings, 
drawings, sculptures and prints, in- 
cluding numerous pieces that have 
never been shown publicly beyond a

limited run at Colby College in Feb- 
ruary of this year. It’s the first major 
museum exhibition to explore work 
from this widely overlooked period 
in Lichtenstein’s career. 

An early peek at the show’s check- 
list reveals a wide spectrum of style, 
content and color, but even the art- 


ist’s pre-Pop efforts demonstrate | 


consistencies throughout. Lichten- 
stein, it appears, always leaned to- 


ward bold lines, geometry and sepa-. 


rate fields of color: Still, he can be 
seen emulating Picasso’s early and 
later work in pieces such as his oil 
on canvas “Self-Portrait at an Ea- 
sel” (1951-52) or the Cubist canvas 
“Captain Stephen Decatur” (1954). 
The latter, and other childlike, his-

ored—depending on who you ask—in 
“Artist’s Studio ‘The Dance,” a 1974 
Ben-Day recreation of Matisse’s most 
recognized painting. : 

Later in the timeline, the artist’s 
rough and loosely rendered 1958 
drawings of Bug Bunny and Mickey 
Mouse on paper feel more like Wil- 
lem de Kooning’s charcoals than the 
crisp imagery Lichtenstein eventually 
appropriated from comic strips, but 
the source material is closely aligned. 
His use of primary colors emerges 
soon after that in a series of untitled 
watercolors from 1959-60, where we 
see him go fully into abstraction and 
highlight individual brushstrokes. It’s 
clear that Lichtenstein was right on 
the cusp of his big breakthrough, and 
it’s wonderful to witness with knowl- 
edge of happened next. 

To add further context, History in 
the Making features various paper 
gallery announcements from Lich- 
tenstein’s shows in the 1950s, along 
with other ephemera, such as photo- 
graphs, books and a 1949 copy of Life 
magazine. 

All the elements of this exhibi- 
tion connect to form a beautiful and 
scholarly picture of an eminently 
important artist and East End figure. 
Whether you're a fan of Lichtenstein’s 
work or not, it tells a worthwhile 
story of how a modern master takes 
shape. And there’s no better place 
to see it than the Parrish, which has 
been exhibiting and celebrating Roy 
Lichtenstein’s work, life and legacy 
for the past four decades.

SAG HARBOR CENTER FOR THE ARTS 
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The Bridgehampton Militia 


BY DAN RATTINER 


x relations between the American 
olonies and their British masters 
went sour in the 1760s, many towns in 
the colonies formed militias to prepare 
themselves for the conflict expected to 
come. Bridgehampton, Southampton, 
Sag Harbor and East Hampton each 
formed militias, often numbering less 
than 100 young men each. They had no 
common uniforms and carried a variety 
of armaments. But when together to fight 
for freedom, they'd muster as 200 in a 
field off the Montauk Road in Bridge- 
hampton, so for convenience sake were 
considered the Bridgehampton Militia. 
In May 1775, a year before the Decla- 
ration of Independence was ratified, the 
Continental Congress in Philadelphia 
ordered the 200-man Bridgehampton 
Militia to fight the British at Fort Ticon- 
deroga across from Lake Champlain. 
Commander in Chief George Washing- 
ton feared the British would send a force 
down to New York City from Ticondero-

ga. And so he ordered numerous militias 
to attack the fort and overwhelm the red- 
coats there. It was a long trek, and when 
Bridgehampton got there, they found 
the Vermont Green Mountain Boys had 
already won the day. So the Bridgehamp- 
ton Militia’s orders changed. Now they 
were to take the British prisoners down 
the Hudson to parade them before the 
next Continental Congress in Philadel- 
phia, which they did. 

In August 1776, the Bridgehampton 
militia was called again to fight in the 
Battle of Long Island. Washington had 
asked several dozen militias to build 
breastworks and hold a line that ran east- 
west across the center of Brooklyn. Here, 
with this ragtag army of 4,000, Wash- 
ington hoped to defeat 32,000 redcoats 
already readying themselves on Staten 
Island. The Bridgehampton Militia’s as- 
signment was the very eastern end of this 


line near Jamaica. Their job was to not ° 


only hold the line but also to herd near- 
by livestock further east so the British 
couldn't get them. Doing this, the militia 


bn ta lias 


moved further east, thus opening a small 
gap in Washington's line at the Jamaica 
Plain. When the attack came, the bulk of 
the British.Army marched through this 
gap and circled west to attack the rest of 
the American line from the rear. Wash- 
ington, accepting defeat, ordered an 
immediate evacuation to Manhattan, ac- 
complished by boats ferrying the soldiers 
in a deep fog across the East River. _ 

Long Island thus fell to the British and 
nearly all the young men in the Bridge- 
hampton Militia went home and soon 
left their families, escaping by boat to 
Connecticut where they were beyond the 
British grasp. 

The Bridgehampton militia was acti- 
vated once again in 1813 when the Brit- 
ish, again at war with America, tried to 
set fire to Sag Harbor. The British men-o- 
war, anchored offshore for a week, finally 
sent boatloads of redcoats to Long Wharf 
at night to burn the ships there before 
moving up Main Street. The Bridge- 
hampton Militia had evacuated many of 
the women and children to Bridgehamp-

ton ahead of time and the Sag Harbor 
Militia, firing a cannon accurately from 
atop Turkey Hill on High Street, drove 
the British off. The redcoats left in confu-

Fischl: John Steinbeck, Sag Harbor’s Nobel noble, is more than a saint. He is 
our Perseus-like demigod whose writing turned the snake-haired head of Medusa’s 
stare on the unjust and morally bankrupt; freezing them, stone-like, in our own 
gaze, giving us the hope and opportunity to break free the enervating spells of false 
contentment and corruption.”. 

John Steinbeck was an American Nobel and Pulitzer prize-winning author. His 
well-known novels include East of Eden, The Grapes of Wrath and Of Mice and Men. 
Most of his work is set in the Salinas Valley of Central California, where he was born. 
Later in life he moved to Sag Harbor with his wife Elaine Scott and his dog, Charley. It 
is here that he wrote The Winter of Our Discontent and Travels with Charley. 

Steinbeck would stop at the still-extant Cove Deli, at the corner of Glover and Main 
Street, chatting with all the locals in Sag Harbor on his way into the village. A man 
here once asked him, “Aren’t you John Steinbeck?” to which he answered, “I’m John, 
just call me John.” 

’ He was perfectly at home in Sag Harbor, walking into town from his home on John 
Street and bringing his dog Charley (of his book Travels with Charley) into his favor- 
ite bar, The Black Buoy, which was notorious for unfriendliness toward non-locals. 
Steinbeck helped start the HarborFest fall celebration in Sag Harbor, then known as 
the Old Whalers Festival, serving as its chairman from 1963-1968. He is honored by a 
plaque on the windmill at Long Wharf in Sag Harbor for his dedication to the festival.

“Nathan J. Cuffee is our saint of First Nations and first novels. From 
Montauk to Shinnecock, he led an exemplary life that tried to repossess 
through his writing and his activism that which had been wrongfully 
taken from his people and his history,” Fischl says. 

Nathan Cuffee was born in East Hampton to whaler Jason James Cuffee, 
a member of the Eastville Band of the Montaukett tribe and Louisa R. Cot- 
ton of the Narragansett tribe from Rhode Island. Cuffee grew up in the 
Eastville section of Sag Harbor on Liberty Street, spending time at a pair 
of houses two doors down from one another. He later moved with his wife 
Marie to Shelter Island. 

While almost blind, in 1905 Cuffee co-authored a novel with Lydia Joc- 
elyn called Lords of the Soil: A Romance of Indian Life Among Early 
English Settlers which was well-received, making Cuffee the first pub- 
lished Native American from Long Island. Its content was described by 
one reviewer as “Duplicitous English colonists in the company of Captain 
Lion Gardiner on Long Island in the year 1654 conspire to obtain Indian 
land by having “Heather Flower,” daughter of the Montauk sachem [chief], 
Wyandanch, kidnapped and held for ransom by the Narragansetts, a war- 
ring tribe.” These familiar names obviously associate Cuffee and Jocelyn’s 
work with the East End.

Here’s what’s just below in 
small print. 

“After eating a bowl with 2% milk 
at least half of adults had a lower de- 
sire to eat than before breakfast for 3 
VY hours.” 

After that big slogan appeared on 
the Frosted Mini Wheats box for the 
first time, a man with a clipboard 
walked into the corporate office of 
Kellogg’s, which makes Frosted Mini 
Wheats. 

“Can you prove what you wrote on 
the Frosted Mini Wheats?” 

“Well, it’s just common sense.” 

“You need to have a study done. 
And the results need to be right un- 
der the claim on the box.” 

“Yes, sir. Whatever you say.” 

“We're not asking you to recall 
the product that is already out there 
without this proof.” 

“Thank you, sir. That’s very kind of 
you sir.” 

Kellogg’s headquarters is in Battle 
Creek, Mich. As far as the eye can 
see, grain is waving in the fields. 
These good folks are Midwesterners 
— God-fearing people, people anx- 
ious to please. They order the study. 

Here’s another example. It’s on the 
Cheerios 100% Whole Grain Oats 
box. The big print says: “These little 
Os are circular dynamos packed with 
soluble fiber that is linked with hap- 
py, healthy hearts.” 

Here’s the small print. 

“(Three grams of soluble fiber 
daily from whole wheat oat food, like 
Cheerios cereal, in a diet low in satu- 
rated fat and cholesterol, may reduce 
the risk of heart disease. Cheerios 
provides 1 gram per serving).” 

This is from General Mills in Min- 
neapolis. 

A big problem must have roautied 
when the men with the clipboards 


also inquired about the Wheaties. 

“You can't say ‘breakfast of cham- 
pions.’ Lots of champions don’t have 
Wheaties for breakfast.” 

“But lots of people do.” 

“Still.” 
“We've been saying “break- 
fast of champions’ for 100 
years. It’s grandfathered 
in.” 
The clipboards hold a 
closed door meeting. On 
the other side of the door, 
the cereal executives hear part 
of the conversation. 

“I think we’ve covered this ground 
before with Grape Nuts,” somebody 
says.

I am personally rather annoyed 
with this.

The fact is that every June on the 
day of the solstice, a ray of sunlight 
shines through a space between two 
particular boulders and blesses the 
very center of the circle with sun- 
shine exactly at sunset. Then it fades 
out. Evidence suggests thousands of 
people came to observe this, and even 
to this day, crowds come to hotels and ~ 
motels near to Stonehenge and party 
until they're drunk as the beam of 
light meets that spot. 

Why was Stonehenge built? I think 
I know. People back then were just as 
smart as we are today. They noticed 
the impossibly complicated solar 
activities that changed things every 


year. And they had religious leaders 


who tried to comfort them. 

I think one of them noticed the 
constancy of the summer solstice. He 
may not have understood it. But he 
could use it. 

Get a few thousand people to come 
to this site where these boulders were 
built and he will show, every year on 
the same day, how suddenly, he could 
make a beam of sunshine light up the 


very center of the circle. It was magic. 
He was their wizard, their king. And 


they bowed down to him and did his 
bidding. And he liked that.

| eae its peak summer, we 
aught Jill Zarin working from 
her Boca Raton, Florida bedroom.

he Dan’s Papers Kite Fly 

is coming. You'll find it 
from 5:30 p.m. to 6:45 p.m. 
on the beach at Sagapo- 
nack on Sunday, August 8. 

It’s easy to get to. Just 
head south on Sagg Main 
from the post office and look 
up in the sky off in the distance in 
front of you. Hundreds of kites will be 
up there already because some of the 
folks come a little early and like to get 
ahead start. Head for the kites. 

Up closer, you should be able to fol- 
low the kite strings down if the sun 
is shining a certain way. The strings 
~ lead to just beyond the dunes and to 
the beach itself. There’s stuff going 


on there. It’s the 43rd running of the . 


annual Dan’s Papers Kite Fly from at 
Sagg Main Beach. And you and your 
family are invited to join. No charge. 


What’s the draw? Twelve prizes. 


will be awarded: highest flying, most 


newsworthy, most colorful, smallest, — 


scariest, funniest, kite with the lon- 
gest tail, oldest kite flier, most patri- 
otic, most beautiful, best homemade 
kite, and if you’ve read this far, you 
know you‘ better get started. You and 
your kids will need string, glue, balsa 
wood, paints and a whole lot of other 
things to make an original kite (that 
actually flies.) 

Registration? Nope! Just park, walk 
out to the beach and get your kite 
up — a specially homemade one or a 
store-bought one. (The homemade 
ones have a better shot at a prize). 

But don’t get me wrong. Store- 
bought kites can look pretty good, 
too. And part of the thrill of this event 
is to join a great herd in the sky for a 
little while. (It feels good.) 

Kite judging begins with the blow- 
ing of a bullhorn from flight com- 
mand (two banquet tables side by side 
on the beach with employees of Dan’s 
Papers giving everybody who shows 
up some kind of gift.) And it ends with 
the second blowing of the bullhorn 
announcing the end of judging. 

In the interim, everyone will be en- 
tertained by Jim Turner and his blue- 
grass band, people face painting all 
the kids and various other characters. 
Anyone out there know of a magician 
with a black cape and cane who’ like 
to be part of this? 

Anyway, winners are tapped on the 
shoulder at the end and told to come

Wearing the same beach garb 
that the kite fliers themselves wear, 
they wander among the entrants un- 
noticed for 45 minutes looking for 
who’s at the end of the string so they 
can tap them on the shoulder when 
the judging ends. Let them do their 
jobs. 

Between the sea spray, the sand, the 
surf and the sun, it will be a wonder- 
ful day.

Here’s a bit of history about how 
the Dan’s Papers Kite Fly came to be. 
In 1978, you needed a sticker to park 
at the beach. Every town and village 
had stickers so cars could be easily 
noticed. There were red ones for cer- 
tain municipalities and blue ones for 
another, pink ones for a village beach 
and tan ones for another. Each sticker 
cost. money. And there were certain 
beaches that were now off limits to 
people not from that village or town. It 
tended to drive people crazy because 
before this time you were welcome to 
park anywhere you wanted for free. 

There was, however, one beach 


where no stickers were required. It 
was Peters Pond Beach in Sagaponack 
and because there was a dispute about 
the ownership, a potholed, rutted-dirt 
Peters Pond Road went straight down 
to the beach and if you took it, nobody 
would bother you. 

Because of this, we thought it a 
perfect spot to invite everybody free 
of charge to an event with no restric- 
tions and no admission fees, just like 
before. Thus the Kite Fly. 

About 10 years into the annual 
event however, on Kite Fly day, we 
all discovered a huge pond of water 


covering Peters Pond Road. You had » 


to park before reaching the pond and 
wade through knee-deep water hold- 
ing a kite over your head. Someone 
asked me what had happened and I 


had the answer. Part of the ownership — 


problem was the fact that Peters Pond 
was on the map. And some years it 
would actually show up. This was one 
of them. 

The following year, the Town of 
Southampton kindly offered us Sagg 
Main Beach just a half a mile away for 
the Kite Fly. They waived the parking 


_ regulations if we'd come after 5, which 


we did. And that’s where we are now. 
At the Kite Fly, even to this day, 

people dragging a kid come up to our 

flight command table at Sagg Main to 


tell us that when they were little, their 
father took them to the Kite Fly. We’ve 
even had grandparents say that about 
the full three generations. 

For several years, an inflatable raft 
flotilla held their event in the ocean 
beyond the breakers at the same time 
we had the Kite Fly. You'd see inflat- 
able snakes, crabs, octopuses and 
blow-up sharks in the water as we 
took our kites up. 2 

Another year we had kids on horses 
riding bareback come up to the back 
of the dune to look us over for a while. 
On another occasion, we had a re- 
enactment with white horses on the 
beach, presented by a national wine 
distributor whose white Chardonnay 
was served to a friar at an inn in Italy 
as he arrived on horseback to spend 
the night after a special dinner where 
the wine was served. The friar on one 
horse wore a robe and a woman rid- 
ing sidesaddle on another horse wore 
a gown. They rode to the water’s edge 
to note that they had arrived — in Ital- 
ian. - 

Another year we had a man with 
leather gloves demonstrate fight- 
ing kites which he sent up together. 
They'd swoop and make crazy turns 
and the demonstration was accompa- 
nied by the narration he gave over a 
lapel microphone.

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Behind the Lens: Rob Rich

Rob Rich is a Long Island native 


event photographer who went to . 


school at Southampton College with 
a focus in photography and marine 
biology. 

He has photographed events such 
as the 80th and 8ist Academy Awards 
and the 2016 Tony Awards, featur- 
ing the stars of Hamilton, including 
Lin Manuel-Miranda. He has also 
photographed such events as Paris 
Hilton’s 2ist birthday and more re- 
cently Jon Bon Jovi at The Clubhouse 
in Wainscott. That’s in addition to 
photographing such local Hampton 
celebrities like Jennifer Lopez, Lady 
Gaga,. Madonna and many more. 
Rich recently photographed NYC’s 
struggles during the start of the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic while also supply- 
ing PPE and food to places in need of 
assistance, including local hospitals, 
fire stations, as well as to underserved 
communities. 

What inspired you to become a 
photographer? 

I’ve always had a passion for pho- 
tography since I was a kid and won a 
Kodak competition for a photo taken 
while I was in the 8th grade when I 
used a Voigtlander rangefinder cam- 
era my dad brought home from Ger- 
many when he was in the service. I 
took photos every day, whether I am 
hired or not! I find many things inter- 
esting to shoot, depending on where I 
am at the time. 

Who is Your Biggest inspira- 
tion? 

I love the work of Ansel Adams. The 
landscape photos he took during the 
period he was alive were incredible 
and groundbreaking. 

Is there anyone or _ any- 
thing specific that got you into 
photography? 

As far as my socialite photography, 
it was a publicist named Catherine 
Saxton. She was the publicist for many 
high-profile people, including the Hil- 
tons and the Trumps. She discovered 
me and was the primary force in my 
socialite photography career. 

What is your favorite type of 
event to shoot? 

The one that pays the most for the 
least amount of stress involved! 

Do you have a favorite photo 
you have ever taken? 

Lady Gaga, as she is friendly to the 
photographers and gives you time. 
She is not just running through the 
gauntlet to get to the other side of the 
carpet. She is the most impressive 
person I have ever photographed. 


What is involved in a photo- 
shoot, from start to finish? 

Let us talk about event photography, 
for example. Before you shoot, make 
sure .all batteries, including backup 
batteries, are fully charged. Expect 
equipment to fail. Carry backups of 
everything, then fire away! After the 
event, there is photo editing. Oh, the 
fun part! You will spend hours on 
the computer typing in all the names 
of the people you shot. And you bet- 
ter get the names right! If necessary, 
compensate for color balance and ex- 
posure. Editing can take twice as long 
as the photoshoot. There are three 
aspects of a shoot. The travel time, the 
time to shoot the event and the after 
editing time. Many people who will 
hire you just think it’s about snapping 
a button. 

How do you operate? How do 
you get the perfect smile? 

You have to get into the person’s 
mind and get the perfect expression 
from somebody’s face. I'll give an 
analogy. When you're a bartender, as 
an example, you make money through 
tips. You have approximately one min- 
ute to learn someone’s personality in 
order to get a tip out of them. So you 
have to learn how somebody is like in 
a very short amount of time to make 
them laugh or smile. You have to get 
into somebody’s brain and make them 
happy to get what you need. The hap- 
piness is that smile, and you have to 
have the ability to get that smile for 
that photo. 

What equipment do you rec- 
ommend to new photographers? 

As far as equipment, I suggest you 
use what you are comfortable with. 
Certain people are relaxed and find 
it easy to use the controls on certain 
brands of cameras, and-others have a 
hard time using the menus on others. 
Find your comfortable fit. Many peo- 
ple ask me what’s the best camera to 
use. I tell them the one you are com- 
fortable using and controlling to get 
the best possible photo! 

Finally, what is the biggest 
compliment you can receive as a 
photographer? 

Someone liking a photo I took of 
themselves. That is the highest com- 
pliment a photographer can receive. 


Rob currently is working on a book 
showcasing the homeless population 
in the streets of where he lived dur- 
ing his walks home in his neighbor- 
hood called On My Way Home.

HERE’S TO CLUTTER! 
| Dees year brings an avalanche of 
new books, newspaper, online ar- 
ticles and television coverage telling 
us to rid our lives of clutter. You know 
what I mean, all that stuff you’ve been 
holding on to for decades. 

We're warned of its deadly evils: 

“Clutter and hernias—the painful 
connection.” 

“A crowded attic—the psychological 
toll.” 

“Hoarder crushed by rubbish!” 

Ok, I get it. But .. 

Maybe, just state: you could look 
at it this way—there in your stor- 
age locker, or in the boxes piled in 
your basement, or in those plastic 
containers on top of that old sled, or 
somewhere in the newspapers and 
magazines heaped next to your sadly 
worn-out 45-RPM record player are 
triggers that could evoke some of the 
most powerful memories of your life. 

This past March, I had to address 
the issue of confronting all the posses- 
sions I’d kept in the past 60 years. It 
was finally the time to remove every- 
thing from the family home where I’d 
grown up in Philadelphia, to prepare 
it for sale. ’'d moved there when I was 
7 years old. Since graduate school at 
Penn in 1964, the basement in that 
beloved house was where I’d taken all 
that I thought worthy of saving. “Are 
you nuts, why are you keeping that?” 
my friends would ask. 

To say that I dreaded doing this 
job—not just the dealing with the tow- 
ering cartons of my “stuff,” but the 
clearing of the entire house of every 
single object—is an acute understate- 
ment. I saw this as a challenge rivaled 
only by my eight weeks of Army basic 
training during a brutal winter at Ft. 
Knox, my five-hour bi-lateral hip re- 
placement surgery at HSS or my drive 
from Midtown Manhattan at 5 p.m. on 
a Friday in August trying to make an 
8 p.m. curtain at Guild Hall. (No way, 
but I made the 10 p.m. dinner at The 
Palm.) 

That anxiety, it turned out, was 
unfounded. 

I'd given myself loads of time to do 
the job, so there’d be no high-pressure 
rush to make the date when we’d list 
the house for sale. When I started 
working on emptying boxes, sure I 
found some things that were indeed, 


crazy to save—like the framed award 
from the Worm Growers Association 
of America, who must have appeared 
on one of my shows, or a badge gifted 
to me on another program stating I 
was a special narcotics agent. I don’t 
think I ever wore that one to Studio 
54- ‘ : 

The current cultural nar- 
rative demands that we 
clear out, de-clutter, tidy 
up and get rid of all but 
needed possessions. 
And yet, most of what 
I uncovered in those 
boxes provided a counter 
argument: There was joy 
in those letters, telegrams, 
ticket stubs, — playbills, desk 
calendars, newspaper clippings, in- 
vitations, journals, trinkets, business 
cards, photographs, posters, scripts, 
post cards and on and on. ~ 

It’s possible, I realized, to relive 
and experience events simply by 
holding an object. The artifacts were 
self-affirming evidence to me of a life 
and a career well lived, and I walked 
down a memory lane of the eras they 
recalled. At one point, my eyes welled 
up realizing, “the childhood dreams 
I had for myself in this house came 
true.” Lucky me, I know, and I walk in 
gratitude for my blessings. 

One packed old briefcase held a spe- 
cial allure—photos from 1978-83, m 
first years in Sagaponack. I had a small 
two-bedroom beachfront cottage with 
my pal, Bob Levine.

What new trends are you see- 


_ing in the industry? 


Sustainability is increasingly impor- 
tant. People want to minimize their 
environmental impact and use like- 
minded services. We're proud of our 
record of sustainability and our future 
plans. Most recently, we signed The 
Climate Pledge, started by Amazon 
and Global Optimism, and targeted 
75% of rides to be in electric vehicles

What unique issues do you face 
operating on the East End? 

The obvious variable is that Hamp- 

tons business is so seasonal. For one, 
summers are packed—even more this 
year when international travel is lim- 
ited. For two, demand ebbs and flows 
based on the days of the week, with 
many people spending only long week- 
ends before returning to the city. 

We expect the rise of home office and 
remote work to increase non-summer 
business.

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A Pioneer for Women’s Rights: 
Legendary Lawyer Sybil Shainwald and Her 
Love of the Law and the Hamptons —

any high-profile advocates for 
women’s rights in recent years 
have used their social media plat- 
forms to spur a movement deerying 
sexism, violence and discrimination 


that has resulted in proper ‘social 


awareness. But there are pioneers of 
women’s rights who had blazed that 
trail and fought for women’s rights 
long before it was socially accepted. 

Legendary women’s health lawyer 
Sybil Shainwald has been celebrated 
repeatedly, and her accomplishments 
have made an indelible mark in the 
world of women’s health rights. It was 
a long road for Shainwald. She began 
her career when it wasn’t popular for 
women to be in the legal field. As a 
result, she was discriminated against, 
including not being admitted to Co- 
lumbia School of Law because of her 
gender. 

“T was a history major but wanted to 
take law classes,” remembers Shain- 
wald. “But I wasn’t the right gender.” 

But Shainwald has always been 
tenacious, and she forged ahead and 
completed law school in her 40s. 

“They wound up giving me a big 
award eventually,” Shainwald says 
with a laugh. 


Shainwald spoke to us from her 


home in Southampton. A lifelong 
resident of New York City, she has 
been coming to the East End since 
the 1970s. “My husband used to say, 
when we turned into our driveway, 
‘Welcome to paradise.” 

Although her husband, accountant 
to the stars Sidney Shainwald passed 
away in 2003, Shainwald has contin- 
ued to come to Southampton. It has 
always been a perfect respite from the 


intensely personal and essential legal - 


work she performed for many years. 

In her first position, she was the 
only female lawyer. Her work was 
limited to cases with women, and she 
began to do a lot of research on dieth- 
ylstilbestrol (DES), a synthetic, non- 
steroidal form of estrogen that caused 
health issues in many women. 

In her first case, her client was of- 
fered $100,000 to settle. 


“She was young, and she needed the 
money, and that was a lot of money,” 
says Shainwald. “But she trusted me, 
and we let a jury decide—and she was 


‘awarded $500,000. But it was more 


than a financial victory. It was a vic- 

tory for women.” 
Now, close to 50 years later, Shain- 

wald is still in regular contact with 


her client. 

“She’s an amazing woman,” Shain- 
wald says. 

She began to gain a reputation as a 
champion for women in cases against 
pharmaceutical companies, eventu- 
ally representing women from Nai- 
robi, Kenya, England, Holland and 
the United States.

One of her most significant suc- 
cess stories was the Revival Stat- 
ute, which addressed the statute of 
limitations on the filing of civil cases. 
It was a watershed decision that 
took years of court and legislative 
battles. 

Shainwald is no stranger to the 
spotlight, either. She has appeared 


on every major TV network and has - 


been quoted as an expert in pub- 
lications and other media world- 
wide. She has frequently lectured 
throughout her career on obstetrical 
malpractice, IUDs, unnecessary hys- 
terectomies, hormone therapy and 
products liability litigation. 

She is also a voracious reader and 
has authored many papers and es- 
says related to her experience and 
her profession. Shainwald loves the 
nonfiction genre. Her most recent 
reads: The Obama books. 

Shainwald has the respect of the 
legal world. 

“Sybil Shainwald’s compassion 
and professional skills have ennobled 
the practice of law.” These words by 
U.S. District Court Judge Jack B. 
Weinstein, before whom Shainwald 
appeared hundreds of times, encap- 
sulate her life and career. - 

She says the Hamptons have un- 
dergone major changes since she and 
her family began to seek their sol- 
ace on the East End. She has spent 
almost all of her time in Southamp- 


ton during the COVID-19 pandemic. ~ 


She has continued to enjoy her 
time. 

“So many restaurants have come 
and gone,” she says. “A lot of things 
are different.” 

Her favorite restaurant now? “The 
American Hotel,” she answers, with- 
out skipping a beat. “I love it there.” 

Despite the increase in people and 
traffic, Shainwald still loves South- 

-ampton and the East End. 

“The ocean, the beach, the town, it 
is a fantastic place,” says Shainwald. 
“Tt is one of the most beautiful places 
in the world.”
